The Montreal Archaeological Socle* 
ty had the privilege of listening to ;i 
most Illuminating address upon the 
beginnings <>f Art, delivered by Pro- 
feasor McCurdy, of Vole. 

Unfortunately, Professor McCurdy 
was MiffcrliiK from a cold, which o\i- 
llged him to rut short some parts of 

Jus i.-cturc, hut the audience which 
had gathered, despite Uio numerous 
other attractions of the evening, heart- 
ily endorsed the Principal's Statement 
that they were well-paid for their at- 
tendance. 

Professor McCurdy opened his lec- 
ture with views of threo skulls ie- 
l>resentlng three periods, The tirsi two 
were marked by a decidedly Inartistic. 
Jawbone, bui In ihe third, which 
brlngis us into the quartcmory period, 
we lind traces of artistic promise, and 
it was on this period that some really 
remarkable work was done in art. 
•Phis period may be placed anywhere 
from 25,000 to 100,000 years ago, nr- 
cordlng la the liberality of your no- 
tions, its Inhabitants dwelt in caves, 
and in the regions wlore nil remains 
have been round that Is, iu Prance, 
spam and Southern Germany— tho 
fauna were composed of reindeer, 
bison, mammoths and u small type of 
horse Artistic representations u'tthesu 
have been found on implements and 
on walls. The Implements are the hel- 
ler known. WO have rude chilis, ami 
knives wiih figures either whole, or 
paris, drawn on them, or we have 

them carved Into the shape of the 
animal. Some of the finest Specimens 
were implements for throwing spears. 
Professor McCurdy dwelt at grvutor 
length upon the mural decorations. 

These have only hern discovered with- 
in comparatively r< nt years. They 

represent both engravings and paint- 
ings, and fail Into four pi rimls. In 
the first the lines of the engraving are 
broad and deep, the figures are sketch- 
ed In the barest outline, just what 
can be seen. They are a perfectly lint 
surface, and the animals have only 
two legs, in thé second period we find 

n ureal advance, Various details, 
such as hoofs, eves, and hair are In- 
troduced, while in the paintings tho 
forms are monl'.led by means of shad- 
biff, an<l some pllmmers of (he idea of 
perspective, In the third stage is fur- 
ther development of details, and there 
Is almost a superabundance of shading 
and colour. So far all the drawings 
have been of one colour, red or black, 
In tin- fourth stage we have poly- 
chrome pictures, inn this is almost a 

décident art. it is becoming conven- 
tionalized, and the pursuit of exact- 
ness tii" general contour tonds to he 

Impaired, We also have here an ills 

Impressionistic movomont, fer exam- 
ple, a procession of reindeer is re- 
presented by one dei r ai the begin- 
ning and end, With a few strokes and 
a row of horns in between. 
Almost all the paintings represent 

animals prolllo views. Which are the 
easiest and nU-o the most effective. 

In the older form .if art, however, 
sculpture we have people represented, 

and we have them full face. Some of 
their BCUlptlire is very line, one lorso 

in particular Professor McCurdy em- 
phasized, which wa.s almost classic In 
its outlines. Besides figures of actual 
nu n and women, wo have strange out- 
landish figures, which are probably 
symbolic, possibly gOds. In I lie pro- 
gress of sculpture it tends to become 
bas-relief, and in general development 
ii follows on i lie whole lines of paint- 
ing.

For example, In the 
drawings of ancient Egypt, as in the 
drawing of the present day child, rig- 
Urea are represented as Clad, hut the 
body Is drawn underneath; they draw, 
not what, they see, but What they know 
m he there. The Troglodyte, however, 
was an extremely matter-of-fact In- 
dividual and his pictures are exceed- 
ingly realistic, he draws animals anil 
people, as lie sees I hem, and not only 
In conventional positions, hut in vari- 
ous attitudes, even representing motion 
qulto skilfully, Indeed, the whole au- 
dience was Impressed by the excellence 
of the dnswtng and Its reality, m spite 
of the extraordinary shapes which 
these pro-historic animals possessed. 
One striking feature was the marvel- 
lously thin legs upon which their large 
fat lodies wore supported. 

These pictures are found on Ihe walls 
and ceilings of cavis. most of them 
very far In. It is due to this, thai 
I hey have been preserved. .Many prob- 
ably, which have been exposed to the 
ravages of climate and of man. have 
perished. One form of ail, indeed, 
modelling In clay, has entirely disap- 
peared, except two fl(TUre8, Very line 
representations of bison, which prove 
that it must have been a well- practln d 
art.

This world is so planned that, justl 
US no individual ran be cou, 1 1er. I 
singly, so no ne. on can be considered 
us unique or unrelated to other ac- 
tions.

Since every action, then, must leave 
traces on and Influence future action, 
good conduct will naturally be follow- 
ed by good consequences and btid con- 
duct by evil consequences. To de- 
fine adequately Just what is said by 
irood and bad conduct Is somewhat too 
difficult to attempt, hut, in general, 
good conduct Is benellelnl to the In- 
dividual and to the race; to the indi- 
vidual in that it helps to develop or 
express his nature or character; to! 
I he race because It will Improve thei 
environment, or Increase the happl I 
ness of other people, Conduct ib.it 
will, in the utilitarian phrase, "bring 
the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber," wo may consider good, Conduct 
Unit is purely selfish or that Is inimi- 
cal to public welfare. Is bad. 

It is obvious thai to set a clear and 1 
distinct line between good and bad con- 
duct Is quite impossible. To Deca- 
logue can ever cover the question of 
tight and wrong; to a great extent, in 
moral matters, at least, every man 
must be a law unto himself," but 
wiiat i m be stated positively \» thai 

every action will have on absolutely 
Unerring result, which may bo called 
punishment, retribution or what you 
Will. 

It lias become the fashion In recent 
years to leek with disdain upon the 
whole question of sin and Its punish- 
ment; an unreasonable optimism like 
that expressed by Omair Khayyam In 
the lines, "lie's a good fellow, and 
'twill all be well," has tended to make 
people regard very lightly the precepts 
of moralltl and right living. They 
became inclined to think, perhaps 
through the influence of undigested 
Christian Science teachings, that there 
was no such thing as sin, or they de- 
nned it harmlessly as "matter out of 
place." The awakening of a new sense 
of moral righteousness, however, both 
in public and private life, is in evi- 
dence, and a better knowledge of the 
baneful effects of wrong living, ex- 
travagance and sellishni-ss Is taking 
possession of huma nit v. Despite the 
gross materlallern of the age. we be- 
lieve Mint there is a growing popular 
tipprcrlnton or the Tact that right will 
ultimately triumph, and that corrup- 
tion cannot lung continue to flourish. 



Every man. we said, must donne | 
''sin'' for himself, and nx the stand- 
ard bj which to measure his own con- j 
duet, lie has for guidance the prin- 
ciples iCiich his reason, thinly dis- ! 
gun-en as "consciousness," puts for-| 
ward, and, as well, his own experi- 
ence or that which has become Known 
to him. If his standard is not .strict! 
enough that fact will he made plain i 
to him by the coosenquencea of his! 
own actions, because every act which 
Is wrong, unfair, dishonest or immoral, 
every thought which Is harmful or 
base will have its inevitable conse- 
quences in the maure of the Individ- 
ual. 

Punishment often takes very subtle 
forms. The punishment of the man 
who breaks moral laws lies In the de- 
struction of all tine Impulses and sen- 
sibilities, sin undoubtedly results In 
the warping of the nature and the pol- 
lution of all the sources of pore con- 
tentment and pleasure, 

ii is a hopeful sign to students of 
social and religious phenomena that 
there is to- day much less talk of lit 11 - 
Ore and eternal damnation than vas 
c urent even a generation ago. Only 

when an Impassioned ami rabid evan- 
gelist comes on the scene and tries to 

stampede Millllg peuple hv wilulcsal" 

Into thi fold Is there heard nn acho of 
u happily bygone age. But while we 
have almost all advanced beyond the 
stage where we would Impute to God I 
motives and design.' far beneath our 
own worst Impulses — In Imagining him I 
as presiding over an Immense eternal! 
torture-chamber, yet we must admit 
thai for the man who deliberately 
breaks the laws of Hod, written In 
his own nature, and that of the Uni- 1 
verse, tin re Is a punishment upon 
this earth which does not need any 
further embellishment In another 
sphere. And this punishment Is not 
an urbltrar or wayward one. like that 
produced by the distorted Imaginings 
of an Indian rajah, but it is a definite 
result of wrong-doing from which 
there is no escape, except, we hope, 
that of death. 

Nearly every man who has reached 
middle life carries about in his heart 
some private hell from which he can 
never be free. There are hut few men 
whose lives will henr public examin- 
ation to their depths, and yet there Is 
no greater pleasure than to meet a 
man or woman in whose life there has 
been no stain, who can ga/."

We believe that tiod luus so devised 
the I'nlverse that not ecu the sim- 
plest thought or action can be consid- 
ered Inconsequential; no gwod deed 
can be done without there resulting n 

I» tiennent of individual nature, and 
no evil thought can bo harboured' 
without in some way tending to harm 
or devitalize the life of the thinker. 
Jesus Christ looked to the heart or 
splrll of a mail! he based his judg- 
ini nts on motives; and in his efforts 
a) reforming men. he laid stress on 
changing the nature of the individual, 
and not the laws which governed or 
even the environment which sur- 
rounded him. ".Make clear the In- 
side of the cup" was the guiding 
thought of his pronouncements, and 
we of this age may learn a very valu- 
able lesson from this thought, when It 
Is so often considered that the world 
will be transformed by good laws, and 
good government. 

The punishment for sin is certain, 
though It may not take Just the direc- 
tion we expect. There are very often 
circumstances which Justify acts that; 
would ordinarily be considered sinful, 
and these acts are not punished, but 
what we may consider us certain is 
that any deviation from right princi- 
ples, any truckling with moral stand- 
ards, any failure to live up to the 
light we have, is hound to be follow- 
ed by harmful consequences, through 
the operation of natural laws. 

We must endeavor, at a time when 
lax and undisciplined selfishness ac- 
tuate many lives, to keep bright the 
moral principles which cave strength 
and fortitude to our forefathers, and 
which guided the great nnd Illustrious 
men whom the World has always de- 
lighted to honor.

RANKED AT QUEENS AMONG MAJOR SPORTS 

Varsity Always Strong in Boxing — Queens for Years Invincible on the Mat — Unfortunate Fric- 
tion Over Choice of Officials and Management of Meets 



It is just Ave years since boxing ami wrestling made ils ilebut among the intercollegiate sports. Previous 
to that time any interest taken in these forms of athletics was confined to the local colleges. In t{HC> the exe- 
cutives of the clubs at the three major universities agreed to hold a meet, or assault-at-arms, which should 
serve as a trial meet to test intercollegiate opinion and determine what support might be expected. 

It was a fortunate choice that selected Kingston for the scene of this tentative contest. A keen interest 
had always been displayed at Queens in the arts of self-defence and for the meet of 1909 the local university not 
Many Entries for Wickstied 0llly cn,(>m ' a winning team but produced large and enthusiastic audiences. It was at this meet that the most 

spectacular work ever seen in the intercollegiate contests, was witnessed. Macdonald. the Queen's middle- 
weight, having entered in both middle and heavy was so unfortunate as to lose both eyes. This entailed either 
dropping out of one class or wrestling four times on the one day. 

The Queen's man chose the latter alternative and wrestled two opponents, middle and a heavy weight, in 
the afternoon and two in the evening. Not one of the four bouts went full time but each was won on two 
straight falls. Such a feat of strength and endurance has seldom been witnessed in intercollegiate sport. 

The following year although no Union had been formed, it was mutually agreed that between McGill and 
Queens 'that a second meet should be held, Montreal to be the scene of conflict. Toronto declined to enter 
on the grounds that the first meet had been mismanaged. The Queen's executive, quite confident that their 
tcamvould repeal the success of the former year, sent u special challenge to Varsity, offering lo meet the Mine 
and While under any reasonable conditions, agreeing among other things to allow the Varsity management to 
choose the oflirials. 

Their challenge was not accepted, however, and the- assault-at-arms was carried through in Montreal with 
two teams only, contesting. Queens once again proved overwhelmingly superior and captured every event in 
the three departments: boxing, wrestling and fencing. 

The third meet was held in Toronto with Varsity once more— and this time strong— contenders for honors. 
The Blue and While boxers showed superior skill and stamina while the tricolour wrestlers captured nearly 
every event in their department. McGill came a poor third, with one championship, 125 lb. boxing, and one 
wrestling 115 lb., the latter won by default, 

The fourth meet was held in Kingston last year a:,d for the first time the McGill team broke into the run- 
ning for the championship. Three very evenly male-hod teams were entered and the final InWy stood Toronto, 
White. Red. je; Queens, 5; McGill, 5, with a protest lodged against Gage, the Toronto heavyweight boxer. The eligibility or

The victory of the McGill wrestling team was complete although all her boxers except two wen,' down to de- 
feat. 

In the live meets that have been held Queens has proved a winner three times; one championship stands 
in dispute and one goes to McGill. ~*n the whole, the Presbyterians have been strong in the work of their 
wrestlers. For four years they had an aggregation of grapplers that, wore alnvst invincible. Toronto has al- 
ways been represented in boxing by fast clever men who wore, able to stand the mill. Each year several points 
have gone to the Blue and White through the work of their glove-artists. Mr-Gill's speciality for three years 
seemed to be the knack of losing everything. 

The overwhelming victory of their wrestlers this year places them at the forepart in this particular field 
of sport. During the five years that contests have been held there has been a steady growth in the interest 
and support shown the sports. 

At Queens and Varsity and also at McGill this year, the attendance for the final meet numbered five or six 
hundred, a much stronger support than it is possible to obtain for any other sport outside of the major sports, 
football and hockey. 

Indeed, at Queens, boxing and wrestling aro not regarded as minor sports but. are accepted as two of the 
most strenuous and important forms of athletics a man may engage in. The man who wins his intercollegiate 
bout in any class is entitled to the same size "Q" as is the champion footballer or hockeyist. 

So far, the meets in boxing and wrestling have. been associated with contests in fencing, but there is a 
growing feeling among the three rlubs that, fencing, except for the fact that it is an indoor sport has no alli- 
ance with the two more strenuous games and should be dropped from the nssault-at-nrms programme. Alto- 
gether apart from the merits of fencing itself, the lack of interest displayed by students and other spectators, 
cannot fail to discredit the importance of boxing and wrestling. If. is quite possible that if this gentler ami 
less interesting form of sport were divorced from the former two, that they would come to be recognized at Mc- 
Gill and Varsity, as they now are at Queens, as sports worthy of place with any of the games now ranked as 
"major." 

One unfortunate feature of the five intercollegiate meets held to dale, is that after each and every one of 
them there has been serious complaint over the mismanagement and incompetence of officials. There is no 
doubt that, some of this complaint is established on real grievances. That the unhappy s'.ate or affairs may 
not be allowed to continue it would be advisable to havea definitely formulated rode of rules lo govern all such 
meets in future. 

Three years ago an attempt was made lo draw up such a code of regulations. Either they proved inade- 
quate to meet emergencies or they have not been properly enforced. 

It is lo be hoped that before the next contest, to be held at Varsity, this cause of friction will have been 
removed and the sport p'. jced, as it should be, on a safe and sound basis that, will ensure its permanence as an 
annual intercollegiate event.

BONE CRAFTING. 

It has hitherto been a cardinal prin- 
ciple of surgery that bone can be 
grafted in the body only when it Is 
closely connected at some one point 
at- least with living bone-producing 
tissu*. But experiments made by Dr. 
Clarence A. McWIlliams In the Sur- 
gical Research Laboratory of Columbia 
University, New York, prove that this 
Is not the case. 

In on article In the Journal of the 
American Medical Association Illus- 
trated with X-ray photographs he 
shows grafts of bones made upon sev- 
eral d3gs, In which bone has not only 
lived but grown after ltelng trans- 
planted without contact with other 
bone. 

Among Dr. Me. Williams'* conclusions 
are that grafts of living bone have 
life Inherent in them and are capable 
of permanent growth even when trans- 
planted to soft parts. Their life de- 
pends upon a sufficient blood supply, 
for practically 100 per cent, ore suc- 
cessful when the periosteum, or mem- 
brane covering the bone. Is on the 
graft, and 48 per cent, of his grafts 
have been »ucc«ntsful without perios- 
teum. He also proves that periosteum 
alone, "without bone, will when trans- 
planted Into soft parts, produce new 
bone In a certain proportion of cases.

In the second half McGIl startid off 
well. McNeill ran smartly nnd then 
kicked out townrds the left, but Ho- 
garth got to It before the wing and 
kicked beautifully. Then Weddenburn 
led a long rush. Caddell drove a kick 
to the McGill corner, nnd Welsh wore 
in a fine attacking position. McDinr- 
mld secured from the lino out nnd 
tossed well out. nnd the kill went 
across the three-quarter line to Mof- 
fatt who mnde a bee-line for the cor- 
ner and grounded safely.

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TRAVEL AND EDUCATION 



Four years ago the city of Pittsburg received from an anony- 
mous donor a fund of $250,000 the income of which wai to be 
used by teachers selected from the public schools for vocational bet- 
terment, preferably in travel. The privilege of release from duty for 
a season of travel to another region at home or abroad, and of study 
m schools of pedagogy or in colleges and universities, has now been 
granted to 322 teachers, and another group goes forth this coming 
summer. By this endowment the teacher of the public schools gets 
much of what professors in the colleges and universities enjoy during 
their sabbatical years. Horizons are widened. Insights into new bo- 
dies of truth and new details of teaching technique are won. Con- 
sequently when teaching is resumed pupils and masters both know 
that a more competent instructor is at work. The few exceptions 
only prove the rule. Such personal expansion and gain in the art of 
leaching must be the usual result of a care-free, full pursed jaunt of a 
Pittsburgh teacher to the summer schools of Columbia and Har- 
vard Universities, to Chautauqua summer assemblies, and to schools 
of pedagogy, kindergartening, and the applied arts. 

In progressive, up-to-date and well-to-do communities the sab- 
batical year already exists for high school teachers. But it seems as 
necessary for the primary and grade teachers; indeed more so, some 
would contend. But pending acceptance of this system by a town 
or city, individuals, duplicating the generosity of the Pittsburgh don- 
or, can do much through special endowment to make the summer 
vacation season a time of fine growth as well as of rest. 



Addressed by Dr. Borden, the presi- 
dent of the University, and by it. n. 
Bennott. and well attended, tho an- 
nual meeting of tho Montreal Mount 
Allison Association o* the Edinburgh 
Cafe, last Saturday, was a success. Mr. 
Bennot made the speeech of the even- 
ins. Dr. Borden extended greetings 
from Mount Allison, and the chairman. 
Mr. Leltoy Shaw, reported from th« 
retiring executive. Tho guest of 
honour dwelt generally upon the re- 
sponsibility of graduates to their Alma 
Muter, of young Canadians to tho Do- 
minion, and to the Empire. He laid 
emphasis -on tho statement that the 
Progressive policy gathering strength 
in the United States should bo inau- 
gurated in Canada. 

Tho member of Parliament for Cal- 
gary, tho "Western Whirlwind." is an 
Imported typhoon from tho Maritime 
Provinces. He complimented tho grad- 
uates present last Saturday om the 
tremendous influence Mount Allison 
exerted In all parts of the Dominion, 
through her representative graduates. 
It was a moot question, he thought, 
whether a small college was not better 
than a large one. Tho powers of char- 
acter building In the ono comparing 
wtll with the advantages of tho other. 
Life In residence, too, enabled under- 
graduates; to meet and to size up those 
with whom they would compete or co- 
operate later in life. 

Mr. Bennett stated that tho young 
men and women now had more op- 
portunities than Canadians ever had 
before. But their responsibility wus 
proportional. They ownod a half con- 
tinent, but they must use It rightly. 
Material success should not bo strlvon 
after. Croesus Is not so well remem- 
bered as Virgil or Euclid. Of two 
men of his own acquaintance, one wis 
■wealthy, and In a public office; tho 
other earned little more than euough 
to keep himself; yet tho lntluence of 
the poor man far exceeded that of the 
rich. 

Tho responsibility of governments to 
the people should also be recognized. 
I Mr. n«n net came out strongly against 
•election of candidates for office, from 
conventions. 

"You practically know .beforehand 
who 1» to run," he argued. 

In many of the United Stntes. most 
recently In Illinois, and tho city of 
Chicago, primary elections were the 



rule. The people themselves nom- 
inated the representatives of each par- 
ty by a previous election. There could 
thus bo no "boxing'' of the candidates 
in conventions.. The system which the 
Progressive Party on the other side of 
the line was advocating was much 
fairer than that at présent in force in 
Canada. 

There was a responsibility also from 
Canadians to the Mother Country. A 
picture of the little fleet which sailed 
out of Plymouth Harbor to light tho 
Spanish Armada, was drawn. The 
English Heel has grown, and now tho 
Knglish labourer is heavily taxed t> 
support that navy which protects all 
the colonies. Mr. Bonnet closed with a 
Mining appeal to the patriotism of 
those present to support the Empire, 

"We have the largest Freshman 
class this year, In the Maritime Prov- 
inces," said Dr. Borden in hla address 
of greetings from .Mount Allison. The 
Inst hail been the most orderly year 
since his ap|n>iiitmcut to the ((resilien- 
cy. 

lie touched on thé need for outside 
assistance felt by the University. Each 
student who pays forty dollars for a 
year's tuition, obtains what cost the 
University a great deal more. Gradu- 
âtes who had been able to attend the 
University by reason of the lost cost, 
and those who had at all reaped the 
benotlt of a university education at 
Mount Allison, should feel that they 
were debters to the colilege. 

Ways and means to perfect the or- 
ganisation of the Montreal branch of 
tho Mount Allison Alumni Association 
were touched upon.

Amongst other things Is men- 
Ucned the dining rojm conveniences, 
in which good meals can be had fur 
2tc, and the advantages of a Grill 
Room enjoyed. I nave reasons for 
suspecting thnt the writer of this ar- 
ticle has not availed himself of the 
opportunity of enjoying the advant- 
ages of this "twenty-five cent" meal. 
I know, for my own part, that I have 
tried to do so; but have not succeeded. 
I have been a frequenter of the Union 
for the past three years, and have had 
my digestive organs tested by the var- 
ious caterer.^ who have followed In 
the fatal footsteps of their predeces- 
sors. In my opinion, the failure of 
the McGill Union to attract students 
la largely due to the Inefficiency' of the 
catering. Social llfo has always large- 
ly centred around food from the ear- 
liest times; so much so that the an- 
cient Oreeks used to talk of their most 
intimate friends as their ' table com- 
panions." 

In view of this it seems to me that 
the success of the Union Is largely de- 
pendent upon the success of the din- 
ing room. Now, It Is conceivable that 
if the meals were satisfactory, hun- 
dred*) of studnnts Would go nuit of 
their way to escape the Union and take 
their meals elsewhere? it Is quite 
evident that the Executive of the Mc- 
Gill Union have during the present 

session shamefully neglected this din-

For 
some inexplicable reason tho Grill 
Room, which was fairly well patron I*' 
od last year, has to aJl Intenta and 
purposes, become defunct When it 
was a la carte earlier in the session 
It was only In print, there being a' 
great deal on the list which was not 
In the kitchen.. 

As long as students like myself, find 
that they can get a well cooked, clean- 
ly served up meal at the same priée 
elsewhere. It is not likely that they 
are going to pig it at the Union. 

If the ta bio were congenial, t feel 
sure that most students of MoGill 
woukl lind one another's company suf- 
ficiently congenial without having to 
seek refugo In down-town restaurants. 

Personally, I would rather pay more 
for my meal to enjoy the advantages 
of tho Union, if the coUrtnar were 
better. As a suggestion, perhaps. If 
this meal ticket business were abolish 
ed and a well equipped grill-room es- 
tablished. It would be a greater success 
In providing for the needs of the ma- 
jority. Even a good table d'hote meal 
with the price raised to about 3ïc. 
would possibly attract more than the 
present kind of meals I have tried to 
describe. 

It would he a pity for Sir William 
Mncdonald to be given the Impression 
that his munificent gift of the Union 
Building was not duly appreciated, 
and It is for this reason, that, at this 
opportune Mme, I venture, to severely 
critiolso, what I think to t» at the 
root of tho evil. It has even been 
suggested that a well-stocked cellar 
might add to the conviviality of the 
social life at the Union, this might be 
so: but even wlUiout going as far as 
this, thfire Is no doubt that a well- 
managed dining room would do a 
great deal to fulfil the purpose which 
Sir William Macdonald hod in mind.
